NEW YORK (P-O) — Nikita 
Khrushchev evidently got more 
of a briefing on the question of 
Jews in the Soviet Union than 
has been made public. Also he 
promiséd an emissary for some 
Jewish leaders that he would 
give serious consideration to

Jews in Russia with their close | 
relatives in the U.S. and else- | 
where.

of any in the Middle East. 

He praised the AFL-CIO trade 
unions’ contributions to Hista- 
drut of more than a million dol- 
lars as an important factor in 
the growth of the Israeli co-op- 
erative labor movement. 





Lavon 


Among the achievements of 
Histadrut, Lavon cited the fol- 
lowing: 


® A progressive system of 
health insurance, organized and 
directed by the labor movement, 


out of Israel’s population of two 
million. 

@ “An impressive system of 
pensions for workers who have 
to retire because of age or dis- 
ability.”

AIRLINES like TWA, United, 
American, and Eastern ask only 
that you give them a day’s no- 
tice, Northeast Airlines reports 
that unless groups of six request 
kosher meals, they cannot be 
served, 

The meals come from kosher 
caterers, 


ONE, BORENSTEIN’S, a Long 
Island kosher food provision 
firm, prepares the kosher meals 
for many airlines. There is no 
Specific menu, Borenstein told 
The POST and OPINION. Food 
varies from hot to cold meals, 
from one kosher item to a com- 
plete meal. 

The process is to enclose the 
meal in sealed containers. The 








food is served ‘n the original con- 
tainer to guarantee its kashrut. 

TWA advised The POST and 
OPINION that they receive on the 
average of from 35 to 40 requests 
a month for kosher’ meals.

the couple were divorced; she 
became a convert to Judaism 
and married a Jewish man. Now, 
with the child about to enter kin- 
dergarten, the former husband 
insists it be sent to a Catholic 
school. She has been enrolled in 
public school. The lawyer for the 
husband contends that the wife 
agreed, at the time of the adop- 
tion, to raise the child as a 
Catholic. 

Judge H. Cohen, here, has 
come to the conclusion that the 
situation is a sorry mess. (But 
then so are most _ instances 
when couples with children di- 
vorce and then use their chil- 
dren as pawns to hurt one an- 
other.) 


IT WOULD SEEM that even 
though the former husband is 
Gevoutly religious, his actions 
are more vindictive than desir- 
ous of the best solution for the 
child. For one thing, it isn’t his 
own child to begin with, and he 
has relinquished the job of rais- 
ing her to her new father. What 
kind of a life can he hope for 
that child if she grows up in a 
home with a mother and father 
of one faith while she is brought 
up in another faith? 

One solution would be for the 
mother to be asked to stick to 
the letter of the law, since she 
originally agreed to raise the 
child as a Catholic, and to offer 
her for adoption into a Catholic 
home. But that would be over- 
leoking one small little matter: 
mother and daughter may have 
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become deeply attached to one 
another as usually happens with | 
a mother and a child. 


NO, I WOULD SAY the most 
humane solution would be to 
let the couple raise their child 
as they see. fit, in the religious 
faith that they themselves hold, 
agreement or not. 

There is a joker in this whole 
test case. Nowhere is it men- 
tioned that the child has been 
enrolled in the Jewish religious 
school, only the public school, 
and if that Catholic husband has 
any knowledge of this institution 
he should be aware that while 





it may not train a child afong 
strictly Catholic lines, it is Chris- 
tian, not Jewishly, oriented, 
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RIGHT GOAL, WRONG WAY 


The POST and OPINION is hardly squeamish about 
fights and has a reputation, undeserved we feel, for not 
going out of its way to avoid one. . 


In the dispute between the ultra-Orthodox rabbis of 
the Agudas Harabonim and the two yiddish dailies (P-O, 
Sept. 25) we side with the dailies. 


We recognize the validity of the position of the rabbis 
seeking to prevail upon the newspaper not to violate the 
Sabbath, but we disagree with the medicine prescribed. 

It is true that there were negotiations between the 
Day-Jewish Journal and the leadership of the Agudas 
Harabonim, but these were broken off abruptly by the 
rabbis. At that point the rabbis banned any advertising 
from Orthodox institutions and yeshivot in the yiddish 
press. 

If the ban is effective, it seems clear that the dailies 
will be brought to their knees. Publishing a Jewish news- 
paper these days hardly leaves enough room for lopping 
off $100,000 annually from its revenue. This is the esti- 
mate of The Day-Jewish Journal of its income from these 
Orthodox sources. 


But there is more than cause for doubt that the ban 
will be heeded. Already several Orthodox institutions have 
ignored it. This is because as much as the dailies need 
the advertising, that much more the Orthodox institutions 
need a media through which they can reach their friends 
quickly and at a reasonable cost. Most of the advertising 
involved is appeals for funds. 


We're not familiar enough with the logistics of pub- 
lishing a daily yiddish paper to be able to comment in- 
telligently on the inability of the Yiddish papers to comply 
with the demands to desist from Saturday work and still 
exist. We have an idea that perhaps something could be 
worked out here, given time and patience. 


But we do protest vigorously against the method em- 
ployed by the Agudas Harabonim. Ending the life of the 
two remaining Yiddish dailies will hardly serve the cause 
of Yiddish in the U.S., much less of Orthodoxy. This once 
tlourishing field, which saw Yiddish dailies in many U.S. 
metropolitan centers, has now been relentlessly reduced 
by death of the Yiddish-reading public to only the Day- 
Jewish Journal and the Forward. To now deliver the 
knockout blow to these also seems hardly a part of wisdom. 


INDEPENDENCE CONFIRMED 


It’s been a long time since we’ve had a good word to 
say about the leadership of the American Council for 
Judaism 


YET WE MUST commend the members of the na- 
tional executive committee who attended the Council’s 
meeting in the Shoreham Hotel in Washington, D. C. on 
May 8 of this year. 

The executive committee, according to the minutes 
of that meeting now in our hands, declined to grant item 
4 on the meeting’s agenda: “An appeal from Mr. William 
Zukerman for help in raising about $2,000 for the Jewish 
Newsletter.”’ 

THE REPORT of that meeting’s action reads as follows: 

“Mr. Zukerman’s letter of March 25th was considered. 
It was decided not to mar his independence by making 
an outright grant to the Jewish Newsletter. However, mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee will endeavor to raise 


$2,000 among themselves and their friends for this pur- 
pose ™ 


this Was a wise decision. The independence of the 
Jewish Newsletter is stated time and again in that pub- 
Jication, so we are happy to see that this independence 
of Mr Zukerman will be maintained. 


1a the June 15 issue of The Jewish Newsletter, we 
are told that when the New York chapter of the American 
Council tor Judaism awarded a plaque to the Newsletter 
on June 4, Mr. Milton Steiner gave extra assurance of 
the Newsletter’s independence. 


according to the Newsletter he praised the Jewish 
Newsletter for its courage and independence in the face 
of a concerted opposition from those who would destroy 
a free voice on Jewish affairs. 

In the same article we get additional support to con- 
firm the Newsletter’s independence from Mr. Zukerman 
himse!}! 


ite told that June meeting that “the knowledge that 
more than a decade of effort in behalf of independent 
thinking on Jewish problems has brought not only indiffer- 
ence, vicious attacks, misrepresentation, ostracism and 
hatred, but also generous recognition, friendship, praise 
and good will, is | assure you very heartening to us and 
a source of great moral satisfaction for which we all are 
deeply grateful.” 

The POST and OPINION is happy to note that by 
its action, the executive committee did not add other kinds 
f satisfactions to this “great moral satisfaction” of which 
Mr. Zukerman spoke. 
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Just what are the facts in connection with 
the United Jewish Appeal funds which~ are 
allocated annually to political parties in Israel? 


FROM TIME TO time, Israeli and Amert- 
can groups demand that these allocations be 
ended. The new political Israeli party calling 
itself The New Regime made just such a 
demand several weeks ago (P-O, Sept. 18). 

These are not allocations to Israeli po- 
litical _parties in actual fact, and you can 
understand this better when you know that 
parties such as we know them in the U. S. 


FOR INSTANCE, the Mapai is the po- 
in Israel the political parties are more than 
litical arm of the Histadrut, and the Histad- 
rut, which is Israei’s general federation of 
labor, has its own medical arm, known as 
the kupat cholim, which is an extensive net- 
work of hospiial and clinics and doctors, where 
members of the kupat cholim get free medical 
attention. 

All the political parties have loan funds 
and conduct welfare projects, with the re- 
sult that a political party in Israel does a 
great deal of work which we here would term 
as strictly philanthropic. 


IN THE DAYS when the United Jewish 
Appeal sought to channel all Israel needs 
into one annual appeal, it arranged with the 
Israel parties who were conducting campaigns 
in the U. S. to drop their fund-raising in 
exchange for an allocation from the UJA. In 
return, the fund-raising machinery in the 
U. S. of the Israeli political party was turned 
over to the United Jewish Appeal to aid it 
raise funds. 

At one time this arrangement made sense. 
But in our opinion, today its usefulness is 
ended. 

THEREFORE WE contend that the UJA 
should end its allocations to Israeli political 
parties. 

Yet this isn’t such an easy thing to 
achieve. 

For one thing, the Histadrut conducts its 
own fund-raising drive in the U. S. Although 
it campaigns extensively, and has a goal of 
$10 million, it raises somewhere in _ the 
neighborhood of about $4 million. 


THIS MONEY IS not used, we are told, 
for any of the Histadrut’s programs except 
the welfare ones. Yet how can you penalize 
all the other Israeli parties without calling 
on the Histadrut to give up its annual drive? 

So there isn’t a simple solution. 


SOME YEARS AGO, the Council of Jew- 
ish Federations and Welfare Funds, seeking 
to assure that the UJA funds thus allocated 
to Israeli parties are not siphoned off into 
non-philanthropie areas, demanded and se- 
cured the setting up of separate accounting 
entities within the parties and strict adher- 
ence to provisions which made as sure as 
possible that the funds went for the purposes 
for which they were given. 

With all this having been said, we still 
feel that the time has come to cut off these 
allocations. 


THIS CALLS FOR a sense of responsi- 
bility by Israel parties, and an understanding 
of the change in the outlook of the U. S. 
Jewish community in the past decade or so. 
At one time, the work of upbuilding Israel 
was almost strictly via party affiliations. To- 
day Israel is one nation, and as far as the 
American Jewish community is concerned, it 
wants its funds to go entirely to non-political 
philanthropic work, with the needy benefit- 
ting regardless of political ties 

No matter how many precautions are 
taken, and regardless of how many disavowal 
are made, it is aot in the American traditiou.: 
of giving to allocate funds to political parties. 
This calls for maturity on the part of the
